idea of the stone ship is older, how- 
ever, than most people think.

•*cry oKiest examples were the As- 
syrian round boats of wicker, cov- 
ered with sun-baked clay, modern 
successors of which may still be seeu 
on the Euphrates river below Bag- 
clad. 
One of the Caesars—Caligula. 


Tiberius or Nero—had a magnificent 
houseboat oE stucco and stouc. the 
remains of which were d'scovered in 
one of the lakes of northern Italy. 
Coming to modern times, the pioneer 
of 
reinforced 
concrete ship 
con-' 


struction was a Frenchman named 
Lambot. whose little boat, built at 
Minivel in 1849, is still in service. 
As oiten happens, the inventor got 
little encouragement, and

gave the possibility of fabricating 
anything floatable of stone a further 
thought for nearly 30 years. 


In 1897 a floating'chalet, support- 


ed by a reinforced concrete pontoon, 
was " built at Rome.

schooner, built in the following year 
for the North Atlantic coasting trade, 
demonstrated the 
practicability of 


this material by failing to go to 
pieces, and. in fact, remaining unin- 
jured, after having been driven and 
pounded on the rocks neaj Cape 
Charles. 
Since the opening of the 


present century many lighters for uso 
on rivers and pontoons for the sup- 
port of bridges ha-ve been built of 
reinforced concrete at Paris and at 
Rome.

They see the conductor and 
a porter or two. and complain when 
the train jolts h* it stops or starts, 
but thev do not know the details of 
the operation of a tram. They are 
not aware, because thev do not stop 
to think, that there aie a thousand 
people, or more, Interested in their 
welfare 
and 
comfoit—intelligent 


human beings whose sole occupation 
is to see to it that the train moves 
on time, that the passenacrs are pro- 
tected from danger, that the journey 
is finished in the shoitest possible 
time. 


A train dispatcher miles and miles 


away has his eye upon the train every 
minute. That is, he knows where it 
is. how fast it is running, when it 
ought to be at a certain point. -lie 
directs its movements as though he 
weie on board the cars 
He talks 


to the engineer and conductor every 
time they stop at a station; in fact, 
he whispers to them as they fly along 
the tracks, through the signals that 
are displayed. 
But the train dispatcher is only 


one of the thousands of others in the 
employ of the company, and having 
something to do with the journey you 
are taking, for there are station 
agents and telegraph operators and 
track men and switchmen and inspec- 
tors of a dozen kinds 
Some time 


when you are sitting comfortably in 
a coach, you ought,to take out a 
notebook and write down so .far as 
you can the various people who Center 
into your trip one way or another— 
the hundreds of persons literally at 
your command and who are render- 
ing you a service. It will cause you 
to think more of the organization 
back of you, and of the men who are 
doing a "lot of hard work in order 
that you may not be harmed or dis- 
commoded.

Our Boys and Girb 


Every mother should investigate 


the milk supply thoroughly before 
trusting the baby's life to it. 
The 


milk should be absolutely pure and 
free from preservative and be de- 
livered fresh every day in stoppered 
bottles. 
Corks or wooden stoppers 


never should be allowed as they ab- 
sorb impurities. Soon after the milk 
is delivered the mother 
or 
nurse 


should prepare enough food for the 
•baby twenty-four hours. This should 
be put into the feeding bottles at 
once, just enough in each bottle lor 
one feeding. 


This will make it necessary 
to 


have about ten bottles for the small 
baby. 
The bottles should be stop- 


pered -with a little absorbent cotton 
and placed on the ice until needed 
Remember that milk absorbs odors, 
and do not place it near onions or 
any vegetable with a pronounced 
odor. 


When it is time to feed the baby
